Word was brought to this city this 
morning that while engaged in clean- 
*Dg up the ruins of Hick Burke’s barn, 
which was destroyed by Are last Sun­ 
day afternoon, a pile of bones had been 
found on the top of what had been a 
hay stack of)20 tons. Accompanying the 
rejiort was a request for the health 
oftltier and coroner of this city to make 
an investigation. 


Immediately hfter thd report came 
Health ODlcer Tutton, in coni{)anvwith 
Coroner Brown drove out to Mr. 
Burke’s farm which is situated about 
two and one-half miles southeast of 
this city and found the charred and 
badly burned bones on top of the hay 
which was In the barn at the time the 
fire occurred. 


The'bones were burned in such a 
frightful manner that it was almost an 
utter Impoobibillty to tell whether they 
had once formed a part of a human be­ 
ing or whether some animal had 
crawled on top the hay at the time of 
the fire to get away from the fierce 
flames. After a close inspection Dr. 
Tutton came to the conclusion that the 
bones were not bones of a human being.f 
The theory of the oeighbors living 
near Mr. Burke’s is that a tramp crawled 
into the barn to have a quiet sleep and 
while sleeping the barn burned, he be­ 
ing unable to get away. 


Coroner Brown was seen by Th e 
Ne w s and said that had it not been for 
one peculiar bone found it would have 
been difficult to tell whether the bones 
were that of a dog or a man.

of our organizers indicates that between 
60 per cent and 65 per cent, ot the mined 
In West Virginia are now' closed down 
completely. A letter I havejust received 
from the Cooper and Pocahontes dis­ 
trict is brimming with confidence, and 
says that work In that region has been 
reduced one half in the last fortnight 
and predicts a general collapse there 
very soon. So long as the West Vir­ 
ginia miners continued operations there 
was, of course, little hopes of an abso­ 
lute victory for the miners, because 
West Virginia could suppply the Urgent 
needs of the market. Bi^t with the sus­ 
pension in West Virginia becoming gen­ 
eral, If the miners In the states of Penn­ 
sylvania, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois keep 
their raiiks unbroken, as I am confident 
they Will, the strike must result in an 
absolute victory for the men.

Cleveland: “In view of a telegram from 
our minister at Montevideo 1 have to­ 
day telegraphed Mr. Stuart to expresis 
the deep abhorrence of the pVesldent 
and people of the United States at the

tions. It is certainly not the object of 
the Grand Army of the Republic to 
keep open the wounds of the war, but 
of this we are determined, that one side 
of th at great struggle was rlglU and the 
other side wrong—and we were not the 
wrong side and we don’t intend that 
our children shall be taught that we 
.were. 
I hope the report of this com­ 
mittee will receive the careful consid­ 
eration of this encampment, and this or 
a similar committee be kept at work 
until school histories in use in our pub­ 
lic schools tell the truth.

A NEW BOARD 


AniiClaimt That Ev^ry Mainb«r In 
th« Pr«s«nt Board War« II- 
' lagally BI«ot«d. 


The monotony of the lives of the 
members of the board of education of 
this city has been broken by Charles 
H. Godfrey who has thrown a lighted 
bomb, or a bomb he supposes is lighted, 
into their camp. 


A few days ago Mr. Godfrey sent a 
letter to the board asking them to call 
a school election to elect an entire new 
board of education. 
Mr. Godfrey de­ 
clared that the present board was il­ 
legally elect>ed and quotes an old law 
which makes it illegal to vote for more 
than one member on the same ballot. 
The Australian ballot waa used last 
year and consequently all the members 
were voted for at once. 
The letter 
ends with a threat that unless a new 
board is elected from top to bottom 
that he (Mr. Godfrey) will stop the pay­ 
ment of any vouchers which the board 
of education may issue.

Coroner Brown and Health Officer 
Tutton Made an Examina­ 
tion l'hls Mornlna. 


Word was brought to this city this 
morning that while engaged in clean- 
ng up the ruins of Rick Burke's barn, 
which was destroyed by tire last Sun­ 
day afternoon, a pile of bones had been 
found on tbe ,top of what had been a 
hay stack of|20 tons. Accompanying the 
rejwrt was a request for the health 
ottieerand coroner of this city to make 
an investigation. 


Immediately after the report came 
Health Oftlcer Tutton, in company with 
Coroner Brown drove out to 
Mr. 
Burke’s farm which is situated about 
two and one-half miles southeast of 
this city and found the charred and 
badly burned bones on top of the hay 
which was in the barn at the time the 
fire occurred. 


The bones were burned in such a 
'frightful manner that it was almost an 
utter imposbibility to tell whether they 
had once formed a part of a human be­ 
ing or whether some animal had 
crawled on top the hay at the time of 
the fire to get away from the fierce 
flames. After a close ins{)ection Dr. 
Tutton oame to the conolusion that the 
bones were not bones of a human being. 


Thé theory of the neighbors living 
near Mr. Burke’s is that a tramp crawled 
into the barn to have a quiet sleep and 
while sleeping the barn burned, he be­ 
ing unable to get away. 


Coroner Brown was seen by The 
N e w s and said that had it not been for 
one peculiar bone found it would have 
been difficult to tell whether the bones 
were that of a dog or a man.

He anticipates 
that within the next few days new men 
will be brought In to start some of the 
pits; but oven If this is not done aitd the 
mines remain idle the men will never get 
such another golden opportunity as they 
iiave rejected. He says their great mis­ 
take was in'supposing the operators 
were ready to give in because they 
sought arbitration. 
He declares that 
all the large lake shippers are firmly 
determined to resist the demands of the 
miners. If the miners had acçepted the 
flrst propositions made by the operators 
at the conference on Friday they would 
have made a substantial gain and would 
have improved permanently their con­ 
dition. 


€ioin|H‘rN Take» a DlfTereiit View. 
Washingtoni 
Aug. 
27. — President 
Gompers. of the American Federation of 
Labor, gave his view of the present coal 
strike (Situation as follows: 
“The sit­ 
uation as I gather it from the reports 
of our organisers indicates that between 
60 per cent and 65 per cent, of the niine.'i 
in West Virginia are now closed down 
completely. A letter I have just received 
from the Cooper and Pocahontes dis­ 
trict Is brimming with confidence, and 
says that work In that region has been 
reduced one half in the last fortnight 
and predicts a general collapse there 
very soon. So long as the West Vir­ 
ginia miners continued operations there 
was, of course, little hopes of an alMo- 
lute victory for the miners, because 
West Virginia could suppply the urgent 
needstof the market. But with the sus­ 
pension in West Virginia becoming gen­ 
eral, if the miners in the states of Penn­ 
sylvania. Ohio. Indiana and Illinois keep 
their ranks unbroken, as 1 am confident 
they will, thé strike must result In an 
absolute victory for the men. 


« Sitiialkin Becoming More Acute* 
"Before Sept. 15 the lake trade must 
be supplied. The situation becomes daily 
more acute and while I hesitate to fix 
a day I believe that the strike will be 
terminated by the end of September and 
that the settlement will be in favor of 
the mln<>rs."

They had been 
drilled in hardships by the operators.

Superintendent S. C. De Armit and 
four deputy sheriffs commenced the work 
of evicting the families ot the Plum 
Creek strikers yesterday. The work will 
be kept up until the company has pos^ 
session of all its houses. At Bunola the 
mine owners are gradually gaining on 
the strikers. Fourteen men returned to 
work Wednesday and twenty-seven yes­ 
terday. W. J. Brennan, attorney for the 
miners, is preparing his answer to the 
bill of the New York and Cleveland Gas 
Coal company in the proceedings against 
the miners' officials and strike leaders 
for contempt of court. The bill will de­ 
clare that the camp and marching is not 
for the purpose of intimidation or 
menace to any one. but merely to indi­ 
cate to the men in the mines that the 
miners generally are on a strike and to 
Indicate their' strength by a show of 
numbers. .

DYER IS CHiMPIOR. 


He Holds the Medal for Five-mile 
Riding, 


The most exciting feature of the 
amusements provided by the Maccabees 
in St. Joseph yesterday afternoon was 
the bicycle races. The county cham­ 
pionship was won by George Dyer and 
Benton Harbor enjoys the distinction 
of being the home of the champion 
five-mile bicycle rider of the county, 
ver pedaled off the five miles in 17 
inutes and 28 seconds. 
The initial event of the races was a 
one-fourth mile spurt of three heats. 
The starters were George Dyer, G. £. 
Hollis, C. Rutkoskie, W. H. Thomas, 
Thomas McKay, L. Jones, of Buchan­ 
an, and James Ralston. The race was 
won by the Buchanan rider, L. Jones. 
Hollis finished second and Rutkoskie 
third. The time by heats was 31 4-5, 32 
and 32i. The first prize was a bicycle 
suit, second century lamp and third 
sweater. 


The five-mile handicap event for the 
county championship was the most not­ 
able race of the program. The follow­ 
ing riders lined up for the event: 
George Dyer, C. Rutkoskie, C. H. Hol­ 
lister, H. E. Woodward, H. Vaughan, 
Thomas McKay, £. Jurgensen, L. Jones 
and M. F. White. Dyer was the only 
scratch man in the group, the re­ 
mainder having an advantage of from 
30 seconds to 1:30. The men started at 
Ship street on State and the course 
took them over State and Jones street, 
then Niles avenue to the town hall, 
turning from there onto a cross road 
intersecting with the Lake Shore drive 
over which they returned, finishing in 
front of the residence of E. F. FMatt.

race was won by 
Vaughn but as it was understood that 
the championship medal was to go to 
the rider making the best time it was 
f'iven to Dyer who covered the distance 
n 17:28.

“A mile and a half from the Fountain 
lotel, and easily reached by bicycle, 
ourist wagon, or by walking, lies a 
hidden basin full of nature’s caprices. 
At the entrance, as if on guard, stands 
ibe immaculate White Dome. A^ one 
approaches, he almost expects to be 
cnallenged and asked for a countersign. 
If such a challenge is given it is in a 
curious fashion, in the form of a geyser 
eruption, for the White Dome is a gey­ 
ser. It is not unlike the Castle G^ser, 
or the White Pyramid of the upper 
Geyser Basin. The geyser is a very 
white, rather dome-shaped 
mound, 
built up from the secretions of its 
waters, and is the most conspicuous 
feature of the locality. It ii perhaps 25 
feet high, with a circumference at the 
base or75orl00 feet. Its eruptions come 
at intervals of from twenty to forty-five 
minutes, being somewhat irregular, 
and tbe water is thrown to a height of 
from ten to twenty-five feet.**

Touching upon pensions the command 
er-ln-chlef said: “The committee on pen 
•ions have given much attention to this 
branch of the work, until quite lately 
with but little effect. W ithin the laat 
few months the latch strings have been 
loosened and many Justly-entitled pen 
slonenk have had their cases acted upon 
othera, atopped without cause, have been 
restored to the rolls, and the machinery 
o fthat great department of the govern­ 
ment seems to have been oiled with the 
oil of human kindness and honest obli­ 
gation and to be running much more 
smoothly and with much less friction 
than before.

In relation to the story of the war as 
taught to children In the books of the 
public schQoisi. and which has recently 
come In* for a large share of public at- 
tontion, the commander-in-chief said: 


“No suliject in which the Grand Army 
Is interested is more important than 
that the truth of history 
should be 
taught to our children. The committee 
of eminent comrades appointed by me 
to consider ^nd report upon this subject 
have given much time and thoughtful 
consideration to it, and I do not hesitate 
to say you will be surprised "at their 
findings, and I feel sure you will ap­ 
prove their 
report and recommenda­ 
tions. 
It is certainly not the object of 
the Grand Army of the Republic to 
keep open the wounds of the war, but 
of this we are determined, that one side 
of that great struggle was right and the 
other side wrong—and we were not the 
wrong side and we don’t Intend th at 
our children shall ise taught that we 
were. 
I hope the report of this com­ 
mittee will receive the careful consid­
